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Former White House special 
counsel Charles W. Colson met 
privately yesterday with staff 
investigators for the Rockefel- 
ler commission to answer ques- 
tions about allegations he has

A spokesman for the com- 
mission refused to confirm 
that the interview was taking 


place, and the location was 
changed at the last minute in 
an apparent effort to avoid 
newsmen. 

However, an administration 
source confirmed that Colson 


was being interviewed in the > 
Executive Office Building next 
to the White House. “They’re 
holding this one really close,” 
the source said. 

Colson’s attorney, Kenneth 



L. Adams, had confirmed Mon- 
day night that Colson would 
meet with the staff. “We’ll be 
over there answering what- 
ever questions they have ‘ to , 
.throw at him,” Adams said. .
